Dungarees: On No 4 mm needles, 21 sts and 33 rows to 1 0 
cm (patt).

Sweater 

BACK 

** With No 3V4 mm needlesand MS, cast on 51 [57, 61 ] sts 
and work in rib as follows: 

1st row—(Rlght side), K1, * PI, K1 ; rep from * to end. 2nd 
row — PI , * K1 , PI ; rep from * to end. 

Repthese 2 rows until work measures 3 cm, ending with a 1 st 
row. 

Next row — Rib3[2, 3], * Ml, rib 5 [6, 5]; rep from * to last 3 [1, 
3] sts, Ml, ribtoend (61 [67, 73] sts). 

Change to No 4 mm needles and joining in C, work in patt 
from chart, repeating the 1 6 patt sts 3 times across, working 
first 6 [9, 12] sts and last 7 [10, 13] sts on K rows and first 7 [10, 
1 3] sts and last 6 [9, 1 2 } sts on P rows as indicated until Back 
measures 1 3 [1 4, 1 6] cm, ending with right side facing for next 
row. * * 

Divide for back opening as follows: Next row — Patt 28 [31 , 
34] sts, turn and leave remaining sts on a spare needle. 

Keeping continuity of patt, continue on these sts for first side 
until Back measures 23 [25, 29] cm, ending with right side 
facing for next row. 

Shape shoulder by casting off 7 [7, 8] sts at beg of next and 
following alt row, then 6 [7, 8] sts at beg of following alt row. 

Leave remaining 8 [1 0, 1 0] sts on a safety-pin. 

With right side facing, slip centre 5 sts on a safety-pin, rejoin 
appropriate colour to remaining sts, patt to end. 

Work to match first side, reversing shapings. 

FRONT 

Work as for Back from ** to 

Continue in patt until 8 [1 0, 1 0] rows less than on Back have 
been worked before start of shoulder shaping, thus ending 
with right side facing for next row. 

Keeping continuity of patt, dividefor neck as follows: Next 
row — Patt 25 [27, 30], turn and leave remaining sts on a spare 
needle. 

Continue on these sts for first side dec 1 st at neck edge on 
next 5 [6, 6] rows (20 [21 , 24] sts). 

Work2[3,3] rows straight, thus ending with right side facing 
for next row. 

Shape shoulder by casting off 7 [7, 8] sts at beg of next and 
following alt row. Work 1 row. 

Cast off remaining 6 [7, 8] sts. 

With right side facing, slip centre 1 1 [13, 13] sts on a length of 
yarn, rejoin appropriate coiou r to remaining sts, patt to end. 

Work to match first side, reversing shapings. 

SLEEVES 

With No 3 74 mm needlesand MS, cast on 29 [31 , 33] sts and 
work in ribason BackforScm, endingwitha 1st row. 

Next row — Rib 5 [4, 3), " M1, rib 5 [6, 7]; rep from "to last 4 [3, 
2] sts, M1 , ribtoend (34 [36, 38] sts). 

Change to No4 mm needles and starting with a K row, work 
in stocking st, shaping sides by me 1 st at each end of 7th [ 1 1 th, 
5th] and every following 8th [8th, 7th] row until there are 44 
[48, 58] sts. Work 1 [1,2] rows. 

Castoff evenly. 

MAKE UP AND BORDERS 

Do not press. 



Baby Cotton is a 100% natural fibre with a lovely soft 
knitted texture. After washing while still damp, lay the 
garment flat on a towel and nudge it into perfect shape. 
Pay particular attention to the ribbing. Do not tumble 
dry. 



Note: For extra comfort, we recommend this garment be 
made up wit h a flat seam . 

Join shoulder seams. 

Neck Border: With right side facing, No 3V4 mm needles and 
MS, starting at top of left back opening, K8[10, 10] from 
safety-pin, knit up 12 [14, 14] sts down left side of neck, K1 1 
[ 1 3, 1 3] from front, knit up 1 2 [ 1 4, 1 4] sts up right side of neck, 
K8[10, 10] from safety-pin (51 [61, 61] sts). 

Starting with a 2nd row, work in rib as on Back for 2 cm. 

Using a No 4 mm needle, cast off evenly in rib. 

Button Border: With No 374 mm needles and MS, cast on 7 
stsandwork in rib as follows: 1st row — (Right side), K2, (P1, 
K1 ) twice, K1 . 2nd row — (K1, Pi ) 3 times, K1 . 

Rep these 2 rows until Border, when slightly stretched, fits up 
left back opening to top of Neck Border. 

Sew in position as you go along. 

Castoff evenly m rib. 

Buttonhole Border: With right side facing. No 374 mm 
needles and MS, K5 from safety-pin me 2 sts evenly (7 sts). 

Starting with a 2nd row, work in rib as on Button Border with 
the addition of 4 buttonholes, first to come 1 cm up from base 
of opening, last to come at centre of Neck Border and 
remaining 2 spaced evenly between. 

First mark position of buttons on Button Border with pins to 
ensure even spacing, then work buttonholes to correspond. 

To make a buttonhole: (Right side), rib3,yrn, P2tog, ribto 
end. 

Neatly stitch Button Border behind Buttonhole Border at base 
of opening. 

Placing centre of cast off edge of sleeves to shoulder seams, 
sew Sleeves in position to Back and Front. 

Join side and sleeve seams. 

Sew on buttons. 
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Dungarees 

Right Leg : With No SVa mm needles and C, cast on 39 [43, 47] 
sts and work 2 rows in rib as on Back of Sweater. Break yarn. 

Join in MS and continue in rib until work measures 1 0 cm, 
ending with a 1st row. 

Next row — Rib 3 [4, 4], * Ml, rib 1, M1, rib 2; rep from * to last 
3 [3, 4] sts. Ml, rib to end (62 [68, 74] sts). 

Change to No 4 mm needles and work in patt as follows: 1st 
row — (Right side), inC, K. 2nd row — InC, K.3rd row — In MS, 
K.4th row — In MS, P. 

These 4 rows form patt. 

Continue in patt until Leg measures 25 [30, 41 ] cm, ending 
with right side facing for next row. 

Shape top by casting off 3 sts at beg of next 2 rows. 

Dec 1 St at each end of next and following 2 alt rows (50 [56, 
62] sts). 

Work straight until Leg measures 1 8 [2 1 , 22] cm from start of 
shaping, ending with right side facing for next row. Leave sts 
on a spare needle. 

Left Leg: Work as for Right Leg. 

Join Legs as follows: With right side facing, No 3 V4 mm 
needles and C, K across 49 [55, 61 ] sts from Left Leg, K last st 
of Left Leg and first st of Right Leg together, K across 
remaining 49 [55, 61] sts of Right Leg (99 [1 1 1, 123] sts). 

Join in MS as required and starting with a 2nd row, work in rib 
as on Backof Sweater as follows: 2 rowsC, 2 rows MS and 2 
rowsC. 

In C, cast off loosely in rib. 

Bib 

(Knitted sideways) 

With No 4 mm needles and C, cast on 2 1 [23, 25] sts and work 
in patt as follows: 

1st row — (Right side), InC, K.2nd row — InC, K.3rd row — In 
MS, K.4th row— In MS, P. 

These 4 rows form patt. 

Continue in patt until work measures approx 1 1 [1 1 , 1 3] cm, 
ending with a 4th row of patt. Break MS. 

In C, K3 rows. Castoff knitways. 

Top Bib Border: With right side facing, No 4 mm needles and 
C, knit up 25 [25, 29] sts along left edge of bib. 

K2 rows. Castoff knitways. 

Sew loweredge of bibto base of rib on wrong side as in 
photograph. 



Straps (2): With No 3 V4 mm needles and C, cast on 7 sts and 
work 2 rows in rib as on Button Border of Sweater. 

Break C, join in MS and work a further 2 rows. 

Make a buttonhole as on Buttonhole Border of Sweater. 

Continue in rib until Strap, when slightly stretched, measures 
required length, to cross at back. 

Castoff evenly in rib. 

Sew Straps in position to base of rib on wrong side. 

TO MAKEUP 

Do not press. 

Note: For extra comfort, we recommend this garment be 
made up with a flat seam. 

Join leg seams, reversing seam for5cmforturn back, then join 
front and back seams. 

Sew on buttons. 



Bootees 

With No 4 mm needlesand MS, cast on 36 sts and starting 
with a K row, work 2 rows in stocking st. 

Next row— K3, M 1 , K1 4, M 1 , K2, M 1 , K1 4, M 1 , K3 (40 sts). 

Next row — P. Next row — K4, Ml, K14, Ml, K4, Ml, K14, Ml, 
K4 (44 sts). 

Next row — P. 

Join in C. Next row — In C, K. Next row — In C, K. Next 
row — In MS, K19, K2tog, K2, sLIK, K1, psso, K to end. 

Next row — In MS, Pi 8, P2togtbl, P2, P2tog, P to end. Next 
row — In MS, K17, K2tog, K2, sLi K, Kl, psso, K to end. 

Next row — In MS, PI 6, P2togtbl, P2, P2tog, P to end. Next 
row — InMS, K15, K2tog, K2, sLIK, Kl, psso, Ktoend. 

Next row — InMS, PI 4, P2togtbl, P2, P2tog, P to end. Next 
row — In MS, K13, K2tog, K2, sLI K, Kl, psso, Ktoend (30 sts). 

Next row — In MS, P. Next row — InC, K. Next row — InC, K. 
Next row — In MS, K. Next row — In MS, P. 

Rep last 4 rows once more. 

Next row — InC, K. Next row — InC, castoff knitways. 

TO MAKEUP 

Do not press. 

Note: For extra comfort, we recommend this garment be 
made up with a flat seam. 

Join back and foot seam.
